Census.    Hispanic  people  are  included  in  both  vhite  and  non-white  categories. 
There  may,  therefore,  be  some  duplication  as  Hispanics  may  be  included  in 
either  the  white  or  black  population  count.     (Data  for  white,  except  hispanic; 
black  except  hispanic;  and  hispanic,  black  and  hispanic,  white  are  not  currently 
available.)  The  second  item  details  the  total  minority  population.  The  labor  force 
participation  rate  was  obtained  by  dividing  the  number  of  people  in  the 
labor  force  by  the  population,  l6  years  or  older.
